— I desire to place on record 
what is to us here a most unusual occurrence, viz , the wuntenng of the 
Robin ^Merula migratoria) on the north shore of the St. Lawrence. ( n 
looking over my notes on the species, extending over twelve yea. s, I hnd 
that the latest bird previously seen was noted on Decern er 5 ; o lei ^eam 
from 25th to 30th November. Arrivals in the simiig have been no ec 
from April iS to Mav 6. This year I kept recording their occur. ence dat 
after dav, always expecting that it was going to be the last seen 
are here still (Feb. 1S9O. and intend to stay beheve. e. > t . 
when the tide fall-, leaving tue rocks or some shoals bare, tlu i tl ick 
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these ])laces in luindrcds for the puri^ose of picking up grav^el and small 
shells; when these places :ire covered with ice, as often happens, they 
hop about from one piece of ice to another, following the shore line, evi- 
dently thinking (if birds can think) there must be something wrong. 1 
have shot several from time to time to see what their crops contained, and 
invariably found in them small shells, principally minute, blackish whelks, 
gravel, and the fruit of the mountain ash, and sometimes bits of seaweed. 

All the birds I sliot were in first rate condition. The winter has been a 
very severe one — Feb. 2 and 3, 24 and 32 degrees below zero (Farenheit) 
— but this does not seem to trouble them at all. The reason for their 
winteri.ng here is possibly due to the enormous crop of mountain ash 
berries.

On Two Birds New to Louisiana. — In a small collection of birds re- 
cently purchased from C. S. Galbaith by the ^Vmerican ?>Iuseum of Nat- 
ural llistoi'y, are two species which have not been before recorded from 
Louisiana; they are: — 

Helminthophila leucobronchialis. — (Am. Mus. No. 54>S[5, Mandeville, 
La., Spring of 1S91. Collector C. S. Cialbraith. Sex not determined 
but the example is evidently a male.) So far as pattern of marking is 
concerned this specimen agrees with Ilclmhithophila In coloration 

it is midway between and typical leucobrouchiaUss that is, the under- 

parts are white with a patch of yellow on the breast and more or less of 
this color on the chin and abdomen, while the upper parts are bluish with 
a greenish wash. The tips of the wing-coverts are more heavily marked 
with vellow than in normal specimens of piiins, a fact not m stn'et accord 
with Mr. Ridgway's theory of dichromatism in this puzzling group. (C/. 

If with Mr. Ridg’vay we assume 
this sj>ecimen to be a “leuchroic’ e.xample of fiuns we should not expect 
that a diminution of yellow on the :ibdomen and back would be attended
